Under the first 
indictment he was fined $300 and 
Sentenced to serve six months in 
the Federal penitentiary, ang un- 
der the second indictment he paid a 
$100 fine and was sent to the pen- 
itentiary. for one year and a day. 
‘The sentences of imprisonment are 
to run concurrently.

The trial Yasted only a short 
while. Fourteen witnesses had been 
subpoenaed by the government, but

Houston, by giving out certain 
“unfortunate interviews,” . had cre- 
ated a condition of mind among the 
small bankers that caused them to 
This, he said, had 
militated against agriculture, espe- 
cially ¢otton, and had contributed 
largely to the decline In _ prices.

He said the federal reserve 
board, which had done’ such splen- 
did work during the war, should 
certainly find the means of reliev- 
ing the farmers, who by raising an 
unprecedented amount of food, had 
made so very great a contribution 
to the winning of that contest. 


_Night-Riders Scored. 


Governor Harding said the fed- 
eral reserve board had not compell- 
ed any banks to subscribe for gov- 
ernment bonds. The bonds had 
been bought in such immense vol- 
ume because the patriotic sentiment 
of the country had been fully 
aroused. 

J. S. Wanamaker, president of the 
American, Cotton assocition, said 
night-riding would continue if the 
present situation continued. In re- 
sponse Governor Harding declared 
that such a campaign of violence 
intimidation would’ alienate 
public sympathy and make better 
conditions in the cotton section im- 
possible. 

The convention earlier in the day 
issued a statement declaring that 
agriculture was generally in a criti- 
cal way. It was contended that 
wholesale bankruptcy would result 
from continted deflation of prices. 
The wheat men said their situation 
was even worse than the position 
of the cotton men, and the sugar 
men of Louisiana declared they had 
no market for their. products and 
no banks would loan on them. This 
was true also of rice, they said. 

Altogether the picture was a 
gloomy and forbidding one offer- 
ing very little hope, some went as 
far as to say that America as an 
agricultural nation was doomed and 
the farmer would soon be relegated 
to obscurity if not reduced to im- 
potence.

Yet that is precisely 
what the league in its practical 
workings means. 


Two Statements. 


“There are two things stated in 


the speech President Wilson put 
out as authoritative, which sustain 
every charge we have ever made 
‘against this gigantic autocracy 
based on force. The first state- 
;ment read as follows: ‘And back 
of that lies the fundamental and 
important fact that when the de- 
cisions are made vhe allied and as- 
sociated powers guarantee to main- 
tain them.’ How are you going to 
maintain them except by sending 
the army and navy across the sea? 
We have first the solemn guaragtee 
of the allied and assoclated powyrs 
to maintain all decisions and 4ll 
boundaries. As to how we are ge- 
ing to do this is answered by the 
president himself in another place 
in the same speech, in which he 
Says: ‘If any covenants of this 
settlement are not observed, the 
United States will send her armies 
and navies to see that they are. ob- 
Served. ... We must not close our 
eyes to the fact that in’ the last 
anaysis the military and naval 
strength of the great powers will 
be final guarantee of the peace of 
the world.’

Charles McCallon Alexander, of 
Birmingham, England, one of the 
most noted evangelists in the world 
and well known in Atlanta, hav- 
ing conducted one of the largest 
revivals ever held in this city about 
Six years ago, in company with Dr.

Charles M. Alexander was born 
October 24, 1867, at Maryville, Tenn.

A. Torrey on an evangelistic tour 
of the world from 1902 to 1906. Dr.

It is said he 
boasted Friday in Villa Rica that 
he was the leader of a band of 
fifty men who took orders from him 
and that the government was afraid 
to. interfere with them. 

Following an alleged statement 
by Hicks that other gins would 
be posted and the finding of a no- 
tice on a gin at Temple, six miles 
from Villa Rica, Hicks returned 
to that place Saturday and was 
placed under arrest. 

Officials think that the "evidence 
whlcphey have in hand is suffi- 
cient for conviction and are deter- 
mined to push thé cases through 
the courts. A reward of $500 has 
been offered by Sheriff Garrett for 
the arrest and conviction of gin 
posters in Carroll county. 


FIVE ALABAMA GINS 
WARNED TO CLOSE. 

Anniston, Ala. October 13.— 
(Special.)\—“Night rider’ activity 
in Calhoun appears to have ended 
after the posting of the five D. C.

The democrats have not been by 
any means free from criticism in 
some of the ways that local demo- 
crats in the “border” states have 
used and are using the color ar- 
gument. It is not an agreeable as- 
pect of the campaign to discuss, 
and it is probably best to let it go 
with the statement that. the re- 
publicans are, a little less apt to 
carry these border. states today 
than they were some time ago. 

The republican expectation of car- 


irying Tennessee was based on sev- 


eral facts. The republican factions 
in that state are united for the first 
time in several years. Also, the 
repuplicans have a popular candi- 
date for governor, “Al” ‘Paylor, a 
brother of “Fiddling Bob” Taylor, 
who was & popular character in 
Tennessee politics some years ago. 
Democrats Are Divided. 

Furthermore, the democrats in 
Tennessee are badly torn by fac- 
tionalism. One of Tennessee’s sen- 
ators, Shields, has come to a posi- 
tion, as regards the league of na- 
tions, which may fairly be called 
close to that of the irrecongailables. 
During the debate in the sénate Sen- 
ator Shields favored the league, with 
reservations, but more lately he has 
seemed to go farther-in the direc- 
tion of the bitter-engers., 

When an old-fashioned “state’s 
right” democratic voter is inocu- 
lated, as some of them have been 
in Tennessee, by their .own -party 
leaderS with the idea that the 
league of nations implies a par- 
tial surrender of sovereignty, and 
when they have got thoroughly 
“set” and hardened in that impres- 
sion, then, as one disgusted poli- 
ticilan expressed it, about the only 
thing that will change them is a 
rock crusher. 

Finally, among jhe reasons for

Tennessee has never been so sol- 
ily democratic as most of the other 
southern states.

Pittsburg, Pa., October 13.—-(Spe- 
clal)—With the Geneva and West 
Virginia games over, Coach “Pop” 
Warner is bending al his energies 
toward getting the University of 
Pittsburg football] men in shape for 
the annual battle with Syracuse 
next Saturday. There is no denying 
the fact that the Panthers fear this 
game more than any one of the 
schedule, as they have not forgot- 
ten the deefat whicch they suffered 
at the hands of the Orangemen last 
year. 

The Syracuse-Pitt battles have 
been a series of surprises, and there 
is no telling what the outcome é6f 
the 1920 game will be.

when Syracuse had what was sup-<° 


posed to be an all-American outfit, 
the Panthers, led by “Figniing Bob”

Washington, October 13. — 
Stocks of wheat in the United 
States -on October 1 totalled 
608,000,000 bushels, the depart- 
ment of agriculture estimated 
today. This compares with 747,- 
000,000 bushels in the country 
on the same date last year. 

The department reported that 
during the first quarter of the 
present season—from July 1. to 
October 1—the farmers market- 
ed 321,000,000 bushels, as com- 
pared with 450,000,000 bushels 
marketed in the corresponding 
period of 1919%—a reduction of 
nearly 29 per cent. The crop 
this year, plus the carry over 
from 1919, is: estimated at 798,-

“Highways of steel, improved 
roads and avenues of exchanging 
commerce have intersected the old 
Mason and Dixon line until it is 
only a historical memory. Your 
commerce is American commerce. 
Your industry is American indus- 
try. Your production is American 
production. Your farm products 
and our farm products are essen- 
tial to American life. We are in- 
terdependent, and the republican 
party proclaims the same doctrine 
of agricultural good fortune in the 
south that it dees in the north.

Scores the League. 

“T want the self-reliant America, 
self-reliant iculturally,  self- 
reliant politicaily. That is why I 
insist that we shall never accept a 
league of nations with the material 
heart of a military alliance, to rule 
the world by force of arms. North 
and south fought because the 
states of the south thought they 
had the right to withdraw’ from 
the union. The north thought the 
union to be indissolub!le. Then 


came the ensanguined conflict over | 


an ambiguity in the constitution. 
There are a score of ambiguities 
in the president’s covenant, and he 
would not tolorate their clarifica- 
tion by reservations. 

“I have a deep and abiding faith 
in American institutions, and in 
the fundamental principles upon 
which they rest, The people, by 
their constitution, have carefully 
enumerated the powers of their 
governmental agents. Neither agent 
is superior to the other, and neither 
owes any degree of responsibility 
to the other. For either to invade 
the field of action delegated to the 
other is to usurp the authority of 
the other. During the life of the 
present administration this condi- 
tion, which the constitution inhib- 
its, has arisen again and again. 
Congress while under democratic 
control was with rare exceptions 
a mere echo of the executive. He 
did not inform them from time to 
time respecting the state of the 
union as the constitution contem- 
plates; he told them what to do,

Special Officers |DQUBIS G00 FATH 
‘OF THE ARMISTICE, 
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The cost of retaining the ! 
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L. E. Geilgud Talks Intérest- 
ingly of Russian-Polish | 
Affairs. 


Expressing serious doubt about 
the good faith of the armistice en- 
tered into between Poland and the 
soviet government, and citing many 
examples of the soviet government’s 
lack of sincerity, L.-E. Geilgud, of 
London, England, who arrived in 
Atlanta Wednesday to study Red 
Cross work in America, gave out a 
striking interview to The Constitu- 
tion. Mr. Geilgud, who is at the 
Georgian Terrace, spoke interest- 
ingly of the difference between the 
business methods of the American 
and English people. 

“The prcoutpas difference between 
England and America which I have 
noticed,” declared L. E. Geilgud, of 
London, who has just arrived in 
this country to study the American 
Red Cross, in an interview last eve- 
ning at the Georgian Terrace ho- 
tel, “is that in America you pay 
bills with a*check and in England 
we pay checks’ with bills.” 

Mr. Gielgud is representing the 
League of Red Cross societies, the 
headquarters of which is located at 
Geneva. He has come to this coun- 
try, and Atlanta, in particular, to 
study the methods of administra- 
tion, organizaation and publicity of 
the American association that he 
may return as an instructor for the 
Red Cross organizations of Europe. 

After spending a fortnight in 
Washington at the national head- 
quarters he came directly to At- 
lanta “arriving here Wednesday aft- 
ernoon, When asked about the com- 
parison of American and European 
Red Cross societies he stated that 
“the greatest dissimilarity lies in 
the democracy of the Red Cross in 
the United States. Everybody is in- 
terested rather than a few who pos- 
Sess the leisure for hobbies as is 
the case in Europe. Then, too, you 
have the money here with which 
to employ real ability and are not 
dependent upon volunteer workers. 
Another striking difference is the 
great use made of advertising.” 

Mr. Gielgud was a student at Ox- 
ford when the war. broke out in 
1914 and enlisted that fall. He was 
subsequently commissioned ag cap- 
tain and served throughout the 
war’s duration. He sustained very 
serious wounds in the terrific fight- 
ing about the famous slag heaps of 
Loos. 

When questioned aboyt the re- 
cent armistice signed by the Poles 
and the bolsheviks, Mr. Gielgud ex- 
pressed serious doubt as to the good 
faith of the soviet government and 
cited many striking examples of 
their failure to abide by agree- 
ments. However, he spoke most 
confidently of the early dissolu- 
tion of Russian sovietism. His deep.- 
est concern was for the subsequent’ 
government, which, he believes, will 
reopen the entire Polish problem. 
It is the conviction of the leading 
Poles, though, that a final solution 
will be found without again going 
to war. : 

Should the soviet forces not ob- 
serve the terms of the armistice, it 
is Mr. Gielgud’s opinion that the 
Palish people are Well equipped mor- 
ally to continue the struggle and 
that France will see to it that she 
is furnished with war material. 
“The Poles will not have the bol- 
sSheviks at any cost,” he declared.
